Queen Delusional 


Sheriff Sandra Hutchens thinks her department is just dandy in the OC snitch scandal—despite reality 


A nyone who had spent a year 

traveling overseas before walk¬ 
ing into the July 24 Board of 
Supervisors’ meeting on civil¬ 
ian oversight woes at the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) might have 
thought they were watching the corona¬ 
tion of Sheriff Sandra Hutchens. The 
top cop’s arrival in the Hall of 
Administration, with her entou¬ 
rage, prompted smiles, hand¬ 
shakes and backslaps. One attendee 
said the sheriff was doing an “excellent” 
job. Another praised her willingness to 
attend; a third declared “the highest degree 
of respect for her.” Even board chair¬ 
man Todd Spitzer

praised Hutchens’ 
purported desire “to 
do the right thing.” 

If OCSD is a par¬ 
adigm of virtuous 
public service, why 
call a semi-emer¬ 
gency hearing? The 
sheriff wondered 
the gist of this 
question out loud, 
though she said, 

in disingenuous politeness, “I’m pleased 
to be here.” Worried police-corruption 
revelations once again have won national 
attention, Spitzer assembled the powwow 
to discuss strengthening the Office of 
Independent Review (OIR) or scrapping 
it for more effective oversight. “We have a 
problem as a county,” he said. 

Hutchens—whose predecessor, Mike 
Carona, landed in federal prison—posed 
flummoxed because the current system 
“is not broken.” She says she enjoys an 
“excellent working relationship” with 
OIR, whose aim is to never “embarrass us” 
publicly. “There is no crisis or scandal in 
the Orange County Sheriff’s Department,” 
a defiant sheriff said. “But here we are.” 

Hutchens has shut her eyes tightly, 
clicked the heels of her ruby slippers and 
dreamed she’s back in 2013. That’s when 
we didn’t know that for a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, OCSD hid exculpatory evidence con¬ 
tained in a system called TRED. The con¬ 
cealed records aren’t merely bureaucratic 
gibberish on inmates’ housing movements; 
they are a gateway to understanding a 
scandal. Year after year, prosecution teams 
entered courthouses, swore jailhouse 
informants accidentally overheard con¬ 
fessions, put those lying snitches in front 
of juries and won convictions. But as the 
TRED records show in hundreds, if not 
thousands, of cases, officials left nothing 
to chance. Deputies ran unethical scams 
to capture self-incriminating statements 




from government targets. 

Denying the underhand¬ 
edness is childish. In March, 
the cheating caused Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Thomas M. 

Goethals, an ex-prosecutor, 
to recuse Tony Rackauckas’ 

Orange County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) from People v. Scott Dekraai, 
a death-penalty case. OCDA has been 
forced to concede exculpatory evidence 
never made it to defense lawyers and that 
the agency secured alleged confessions 
in violation of constitutional protections. 
Convictions have been overturned, new 
trials ordered and—to keep additional 
embarrassing evidence away from public 
consumption—a murderer set free. Hop¬ 
ing to forestall a U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice (DO J) probe, Rackauckas handpicked 
an “independent, external” review panel, 
but he contractually controls its media 
statements. Two veteran OCSD deputies 
handling snitches—Ben Garcia and Seth 
Tunstall—got labeled as liars; fearing per¬ 
jury charges, Tunstall recently refused to 
testify in felony cases. 

At the supervisors’ meeting, Hutchens 
carped about alleged media assump¬ 
tions of OCSD wrongdoing. The sheriff 
also blasted California Attorney General 
Kamala Harris, a 2016 U.S. Senate candi¬ 
date, for issuing a July 13 brief in Dekraai 
that essentially (and laughably) absolved 
Rackauckas’ staff while blaming the scan¬ 
dal solely on “systemic problems” inside 
OCSD. The sheriff said she isn’t “confi¬ 
dent” the AG can be trusted to conduct a 
thorough investigation of the informant 
issues because the brief made conclusions 
without first questioning her. “Political 
‘gotcha’ moments don’t make a public 
agency better,” Hutchens whined. 

Questioning the sheriff is a waste of 
time. She’s living in denial. Keen, critical 
observations by Goethals and the AG’s 
office weren’t plucked from thin air. Dur¬ 
ing more than 100 hours of testimony, 
reasonable observers saw deputies (and 


their prosecutorial allies) scram¬ 
bling to cover up the scandal as 
innocent errors that unintention¬ 
ally worked against defendants 
100 percent of the time. 

Last year, Hutchens tried to 
blame Assistant Public Defender 
Scott Sanders, who broke the scandal, for 
supposedly manufacturing the agency’s 
PR problem. The sheriff told City News 
Service in August her inquiry discredited 
his allegations. But the findings were 700 
Club -style miracles. According to testi¬ 
mony by Tunstall and Garcia six months 
later, there had been no internal investiga¬ 
tion. Still, at Spitzer’s hearing, the sheriff 
proclaimed she’s committed to “account¬ 
ability” and “transparency” and recoiled 
at the notion OIR, which shares office 
space with deputies, is a toothless watch¬ 
dog. “I find that statement offensive in its 
implications,” she said. 

Let’s ponder what is truly offensive. 

In May 2014 and again last February, 
Tunstall and Garcia pretended under 
oath that TRED records they’d authored 
thousands of times didn’t exist and 
insisted they couldn’t produce informant 
records because the agency didn’t have 
snitches. In August 2014, with the aid of 
deputy county counsel Liz Pejeau, OCSD 
Sergeant Brent Benson, one of Hutch¬ 
ens’ supervisors, echoed his colleagues’ 
deceit. Benson stated “under penalty of 
perjury” he could not comply with Sand¬ 
ers’ subpoena for snitch records tied to 
the Dekraai case “because there is no jail 
informant program.” 

Yet in a December interview with 
the Orange County Register, Hutchens 
attempted a bold, two-pronged maneu¬ 
ver. The sheriff championed her snitch 
operations, stating, “The use of jailhouse 
informants has proven to be very effective.” 
She also explained the false testimony was 
because of court inexperience—an odd claim 
given Tunstall, for example, has landed on 
the witness stand at least 66 times. 

Tunstall’s utterances are a case study in 


the willingness of badged individuals to 
fabricate reality. The deputy said in May 
2014 that he never developed informants, 
an answer Sanders believes was an 
excuse to evade questions. Months 
later, the defense lawyer found 
the deputy’s sworn affidavit 
in an unrelated case. To win 
search-warrant approval, 
Tunstall described his expertise: 

“During my employment with the 
sheriff’s department, I have cultivated, 
interviewed and supervised numerous 
confidential informants.” 

Over the objections of prosecutor 
Howard Gundy at a Feb. 9 hearing, Sand¬ 
ers confronted the deputy. Teflon Tunstall 
still refused to acknowledge the informant 
program. Though he earned a doctorate 
in clinical psychology, the deputy claimed 
he’d inadvertently used three errone¬ 
ous words in the sentence—“cultivated,” 
“supervised” and “numerous.” “I guess 
I put the wrong [words] in there,” he 
explained to Goethals, who declared the 
officer a liar weeks after such assertions. 

Presumed to know what’s happening in 
her agency, Hutchens nonetheless made 
this alarming statement: “I have not seen 
anything that would lead me to believe 
any of the deputies were deliberately try¬ 
ing to mislead anyone.” 

Back at Spitzer’s oversight hearing, Kim¬ 
berly Edds, spokeswoman for the deputies’ 
union, defended the status quo. “Orange 
County is in an enviable position,” said 
Edds, an ex-Register reporter. “There is no 
pressing crisis needing immediate action.” 

Police-oversight consultant Michael 
Gennaco—a panelist suggested by Hutch¬ 
ens-advised “to continue doing what’s 
being done.” 

Meanwhile, Erwin Chemerinsky, dean 
of the UC Irvine School of Law, called 
for a five-member commission (three 
appointed by the board; one each by the 
sheriff and DA). Chemerinsky says mem¬ 
bers should possess subpoena power and 
protected, five-year terms so they are 
“truly a watchdog for the public.” The 
dean also backs strengthened whistle¬ 
blower protections for brave deputies 
willing to expose OCSD corruption. 

No supervisor committed to a reform 
model. The board is scheduled to revisit 
the topic on Tuesday. Spitzer says the key is 
to “instill more confidence in law enforce¬ 
ment.” A first step? Honest leadership.

Legal Notice of Amended Settlement 

If you called a StubHub customer service line from a 
cell or cordless phone between January 27,2011 and 
February 1, 2012 while you were in California and 
spoke to a StubHub customer-service agent, you could 
get money from an amended class action settlement. 

An amended settlement has been proposed in a class action lawsuit claiming that StubHub, Inc. violated 
California law by recording and monitoring telephone calls made to its customer-service lines without 
informing callers that the call may be recorded or monitored. StubHub has denied the claims. After 
preliminary approval of the original settlement was granted on January 29, 2014, and after the notice and 
initial claims period expired on June 13,2014, the Court declined to grant final approval of the settlement, 
but allowed to the parties to make some changes to the settlement and resubmit it for approval. This notice 
relates to the amended settlement, which the Court has preliminarily approved. 

Who’s Included? The settlement includes everyone that called a StubHub customer-service line from 
a cellular or cordless telephone—while they were located within the State of California—and spoke to 
a StubHub customer-service agent any time between (1) January 27, 2011 and March 7, 2011, and (2) 
March 8, 2011 and February 1, 2012 (“Class Members”). 

What Does the Amended Settlement Provide? If the amended settlement receives final approval, Class 
Members who submit a valid Claim Form will receive a monetary benefit to be determined after submission 
of all claims. Payments will vary based on the date the StubHub customer-service line was called and the 
total number of valid claims submitted. For more information on the calculation of payments, visit the 
website below. 

How Do You Get Benefits? You must submit a valid Claim Form by September 28, 2015. Claim Forms 
may be printed from www.StubHubSettlement.com or obtained by calling 1-866-893-8380 or by writing 
to StubHub Claims Administrator, PO Box 43249, Providence, RI 02940-3249. People who submitted 
valid Claim Forms during the initial claims period DO NOT need to their resubmit claims. 

Your Other Options. If you do nothing you will be bound by the Court’s decisions and you will not get 
a settlement payment. If you do not want to be legally bound by the settlement and keep your right to sue 
StubHub for any claim resolved by this lawsuit, you must exclude yourself from it. The deadline to exclude 
yourself is September 28, 2015. If you exclude yourself, you cannot get a payment from the settlement. 
If you stay in the settlement, you may object to it by September 28, 2015. More information is in the 
class notice and Amended Settlement Agreement and Release available at www.StubHubSettlement.com. 
The Court’s Fairness Hearing. The San Francisco Superior Court will hold a hearing in this case at 
9:30 a.m. on November 19, 2015 in Department 302 to consider whether to grant final approval to the 
settlement, including a request for attorneys’ fees up to $312,500 and $12,500 in costs, and a $10,000 
payment to Michael Saunders for his service as the Class Representative.

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D on the Beachcomber in Hun¬ 
tington Beach is stuffy—even 
worse than outside, where 
historic summer rains are 
turning Orange County into one giant 
sauna. But the dancers crowding the floor 
at the iconic tiki bar don’t give a shit. In 
fact, they’re writhing and grooving as if 
trying to will a storm into the place so it 
can soak them all and take them to Zion. 

Or something like that. What’s mov¬ 
ing everyone is Reggae Sunday. Younger 
couples skank, high-step and spin one 
another around, ballroom style. Groups of 
beach cougars, gray-haired couples and 
kids smile and loosen up their limbs to the 
songs of Bob Marley, Peter Tosh, Jimmy 
Cliff and Gregory Isaacs—the faces carved 
onto the metaphoric Mount Rushmore of 
Reggae. Off to the side, a father teaches 
his doe-eyed daughter, her head full of 
braids, to dance to the band’s stoned, one- 
two shuffle. 

It’s just 5:30 in the afternoon, yet the 


Beachcomber is already packed. From 3 
to 7 p.m. every Sunday, George “Fully” 
Fullwood plunks down bass lines from 
his fingers as if transmitting straight from 
Trenchtown. To his right, drummer Rock 
Deadrick, guitarist and singer Bruno Coon, 
keyboardist John McKnight, and guitarist 
Tony Chin help him tear it up. And while 
most people who come to eat expensive 
seafood and dance to a cover band prob¬ 
ably couldn’t name any of the players, 
Fullwood and his crew get shoutouts of 
appreciation from the crowd throughout 
the evening. Because when Fullwood 
and his band perform songs such as “Jim 
Screechie,” “Taxi Riddim” or their favorite 
Wailers songs, they’re playing more than 
just covers; listen to the originals, and 
there’s a decent chance it’s one of Full- 
wood’s bass lines you’re hearing. 

See, Fullwood and Chin were part of 
Lee “Scratch” Perry’s anonymous stable of 
session players dubbed the Upsetters, the 
backing band for nearly every classic ska, 


rocksteady, rude boy and reggae record 
ever. Though the two are legends, they’ll 
never be recognized or compensated 
enough for their work. It’s a tough break, 
but they’re fine with it. Besides, Fullwood 
is more than happy for his other pioneer¬ 
ing task—he’s one of the people responsi¬ 
ble for bringing Jamaican music to Orange 
County and making it one of our integral 
beats, the inspiration for No Doubt, Sub¬ 
lime, Save Ferris, the ’90s ska scene and so 
many more iconic groups. 

“I came here thirtysomething years 
ago, and there was one local reggae band,” 
Fullwood says, sporting his trademark 
Melton sailor cap, trimmed goatee and 
tangled assortment of silver chains tucked 
under his shirt collar. “And now you’re 
talking about a million bands, and every¬ 
thing is reggae, reggae, reggae!” 

For him, moving to OC was also a 
means to survival. For every Bob Marley 
descendant and well-known reggae icon, 
there are plenty of key artists in Jamaica 


who never left and are starving. “Where 
I come from in Jamaica, musicians were 
super-poor,” he says. “A church mouse is 
richer than a musician in Jamaica.” 

Ironically, reggae—the sound created in 
the shanty towns of Jamaica by the poor¬ 
est of the poor—is most popular in affluent 
Orange County cities such as Huntington 
Beach, Laguna Beach, Newport Beach, 
Dana Point, Costa Mesa and anywhere 
else with a 949 area code. The dance clubs 
and bars that feature it go off almost every 
night of the week; they have done so for 
decades and aren’t slowing down at all. 
And it keeps a galaxy of reggae players not 
just employed, but also thriving. 

“There’s definitely a reason for it, 
mon,” Fullwood says in his thick Kings¬ 
ton accent. “As soon as we start playing 
Bob Marley, everybody goes, ‘Yeeaaaah!’ 
Because it’s someting different and of sub¬ 
stance. It has... dat ting.”

F ullwood’s career started at the 
source: Kingston, Jamaica, in 
the late 1960s. His block was a 
collection of rundown houses 
with tin roofs, dirt alleys and large trees. 
He originally wanted to become a singer, 
influenced by the swirl of music already 
bubbling around the island, ready to con¬ 
quer America. 

A local drunk taught Fullwood his first 
guitar chords, and the 10-year-old took to 
performing right away. It was his father 
who first pushed him as a child to practice 
and get serious about music. “He taught 
me that to be the best, I had to practice, 
practice, practice. No girls! Practice,” he 
says with a laugh. 

Despite his mother’s disapproval, Full- 
wood’s father bought instruments for his 
teenage son and his friends to start a band. 
Fullwood started the Rhythm Raiders 
with Chin and other pals in the mid-’60s; 
they morphed into Soul Syndicate in 
the early ’70s. They played relentlessly 
around town and eventually earned a 
buzz that helped them become one of the 
most popular reggae acts in Kingston. As 


a studio band, they had No. 1 records in 
Jamaica for about five years. In the 1980 
documentary Word Sound and Power, we 
see the young band joking around and 
jamming in Fullwood’s front yard and 
talking about their rise to popularity on 
the tough streets of Kingston. 

Their success attracted the attention of 
Perry, the mad genius behind Black Ark 
Studios that produced Bob Marley and the 
Wailers, Junior Murvin, the Congos, and 
many others. Soul Syndicate were invited 
to be part of Perry’s homogenous stable of 
studio musicians, the Upsetters. Their job 
was to record compositions, most of them 
original, that served as the foundation on 
tracks Perry recorded for other artists. But 
musicians were only contracted on a pay- 
to-play basis; they were only paid for the 
sessions they played on, with no right to 
any royalties after records were released. 
Years later, Fullwood and dozens of other 
reggae musicians in his position still 
bemoan agreeing to those terms. 

“That becomes one of the most hurtful 
tings for us as players,” Fullwood says. 
“Because he didn’t tell any of us what to 
play. We created the music. But later on, 
[Perry] would collect royalties that we 
were supposed to get for creating the bass 
lines or certain tings.” 


Though the band were never paid what 
they were worth, the experience and con¬ 
nections from working for well-known art¬ 
ists afforded Soul Syndicate the opportunity 
to tour outside Jamaica and meet musicians 
around the world. One such person was 
Jack Miller, a reggae enthusiast and mem¬ 
ber of the Rebel Rockers, a Laguna Beach- 
based band he started with fellow Laguna 
native Eric “Redz” Morton in the late ’70s. 

At the time, Fullwood had never met 
Miller or even heard of Orange County. 
Miller approached him to do a record 
with the Rebel Rockers while Soul Syn¬ 
dicate recorded in San Francisco. A tour 
with Peter Tosh awaited the group in 
Jamaica. But instead of returning home, 
Fullwood trusted his gut, bought a Buick 
LeSabre, and drove his group nine hours 
from San Francisco to OC in 1981. 

Once they reached Miller in Laguna, 
Fullwood also met Morton, one of the 
other founding fathers of OC reggae. Dur¬ 
ing his heyday, the redheaded bassist was 
best-known for growing monstrous vines of 
clumpy dreadlocks in the wake of Marley’s 
growing popularity (hence the nickname 
“Redz” or “Redlocks”). He stood taller than 
6 feet, with a beak nose and piercing eyes. 
“He was a special person,” says Ron Prin¬ 
gle, a mentee of Morton’s better known as 


Ron I and a longtime presence in reggae 
acts such as 714 Band and World Anthem, 
who perform Thursdays at the Sandpiper 
in Laguna Beach. “He was a very wise man, 
almost like a mystic. You never heard a dis¬ 
paraging word pass his lips.” 

Morton, who died of liver failure in 2013 
at 60, grew up in Laguna Beach. His father, 
an engineer, bought a house on Summit 
Drive and BlueBird, a nice, giant piece of 
property known simply as “The House” by 
all the people who visited. Only the garage 
was visible from the street, which Morton 
transformed into a recording studio after 
his parents divorced and his mother kept 
the place. Down the steps, past a wood 
gate was a bohemian estate where Morton 
hosted late-night parties after his gigs, 
with his mom taking care of the revelers. 

“It was almost like a commune,” says 
Pringle. “She’d go buy a 15-pound bag of 
potatoes for $3 and feed the whole posse. 
So a lot of music spawned out of that.” 

Prior to the Rebel Rockers, Morton was 
in a band called La Luz. But then he met 
a gorgeous black woman from Cal Poly 
Pomona, a student named Deborah Lee 
Sullivan, who everyone called Princess. At 
his insistence, she became the singer for 
the Rebel Rockers. The band became a hit,

making a cameo in the 1981 Richard Drey- 
fuss film, Whose Life Is It Anyway? 

They made it to the motherland for the 
Reggae Sunsplash festivals in 1987 and 
1989. In Jamaica, they connected with 
Tabby Diamond, Sly and Robbie, and the 
Wailers, recording three singles at Mar- 
ley's Tuff Gong Studio. 

Morton’s fame made Orange County a 
stopover for reggae acts traveling through 
Southern California. And it convinced 
Fullwood to stay and start a new band, the 
International Reggae All-Stars, featuring 
Chin on guitar, Larry Fulcher on bass, 
saxophonist Chili Charles and drummer 
Larry Dent (followed by Rock Deadrick). 
The first order of business was to find a 
gig, so the group went to petition the own¬ 
ers of the White House in Laguna Beach. 
“Jack [Miller] says to the owner, ‘Give us 
the worst night of the week,”’ Fullwood 
recalls. They played to almost no one on 
Monday nights for months until word 
gradually spread; their talent and the nov¬ 
elty of being one of the only roots reggae 
bands in town made them a hit. 

The All-Stars spread reggae’s gospel in 
clubs such as Crazy Burrow in Huntington 
Beach (now a Slater’s 50/50) and the Sand¬ 
piper, the initial stomping grounds for the 
Rebel Rockers as well. Gradually, a style 
of music seen as a novelty by well-to-do 
beach-town locals was becoming a full- 


fledged scene—and more musicians came 
to get a piece of the irie. 

E rrol Bonnick recently received 
a phone call, just hours before 
he was supposed to head out 
from LA. It was Jelani Jones 
on the other line. “He called and said, 
‘Errol, what ya doin’ tonight? We need you 
down at the Wayfarer,”’ Bonnick recalls in 
his thick, Jamaican accent. 

“Inside, I’m like, ‘Jesus Christ, Jelani, 

I’m on my way out!”’ he continues. He’s 
standing in the backstage parking lot of the 
Costa Mesa club. “But these are the kind of 
people I don’t say no to. These musicians 
here, they’re my family. So I shifted some 
things around, and now, I’m here.” 

That night, the Wayfarer (formerly 
Detroit Bar) celebrated one year of Reggae 
Tuesdays. Local producer/guitarist David 
Elecciri Jr., who now tours with Steel 
Pulse, went to club manager Jeff Chon and 
talent buyer Eric Keilman with the idea for 
a rotating band of full-time, professional 
reggae musicians from OC and the world. 
The Wayfarer duo thought it sure to guar¬ 
antee a crowd. 

Since the 1980s, reggae musicians have 
increasingly immigrated to the OC scene 
launched by Fullwood and the Rebel 
Rockers. Jones was among the first in the 
late ’80s, coming from the East Coast by 
way of Trinidad, and was already tour¬ 
ing with Black Sheep before joining the 
Rebel Rockers. Following him were bassist 
Stokely Molineaux (also from Trinidad), 
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South American drummer Gerald Couch- 
man and vocalist Kitaka from the Virgin 
Islands. They were all seasoned pros, 
frequently on tour with big names such as 
Pato Banton, Big Mountain, Judy Mowatt 
and Burning Spear. Bonnick, who grew 
up poor in Jamaica, toured with Gregory 
Isaacs for three and a half years, just 
before the Cool Ruler's death in 2010. He 
now plays at the Wayfarer and other local 
spots on a semiweekly basis. 

“These are the people that I can vouch 
for,” Bonnick says backstage, as he sweeps 
aside his curtain of long, skinny dreads. “As 
a Jamaican, I am very particular about the 
people I work with outside of Jamaican- 
born musicians. It's very important for me 
to maintain the authenticity of the music.” 

Roots reggae musicians in OC have 
formed something of a fraternity, a perma¬ 
nent, accessible pool of people who can 
hop in on jam sessions, swap with band 
members and fill last-minute slots on busy 
residency nights without missing a beat. 
It's common to see a lot of the same musi¬ 
cians at several different gigs around town 
in the same week, even on the same night. 
Call it the session player’s fate: hustling 
and promoting his or her own gigs when 
not on the road with a larger act. 

“This is all we do,” Molineaux says. “If s 
music or bust. Tours or no tours, this is where 
we live, this is where we work, so we have to 
keep it moving and keep it progressing.” 

Not that any of them hates his life. On a 
recent Thursday night, the tiny Sandpiper 
in Laguna Beach upheld its decades-old 
tradition of hosting one of the craziest 
dance floors in South OC—and it’s almost 
always reggae that brings the people 
in. By 11 p.m., sounds from the tiny club 
flowed out to PCH, where cars whizzed 
by. Inside, Jones and the seven-piece band 
ran on a Jah-powered set of reggae clas¬ 
sics and pop covers (Lenny Kravitz? Sure!) 
fused with Jamaican riddims. 

Onstage, a single bulb flooded emer¬ 
ald light onto singer Rob I and his band 
(which also includes Couchman on drums, 
Kevin Smith on bass, Marcus Damian and 
Phil Gough on guitar, Harold Todd on sax, 
and Jones on keys). Waitresses bobbed 
and weaved through drunk bar patrons 


who piled atop one another to get closer to 
the music. Clusters of well-kept MILFs in 
skirts and short shorts demanded almost 
as much attention as the band, as they 
drunkenly bumped and grinded, much to 
the delight of most of the ogling guys in 
the crowd. Heaven in Zion, indeed. 

“Laguna is a haven; it’s the closest thing 
to living in Negril,” says reggae expert 
and former radio DJ Roberto Angotti, 
referring to the infamous Jamaican resort 
town. “And so these musicians come over 
here on a work visa from Jamaica, and 
then they end up marrying some beach- 
blond girl from South Orange County 
and living here. I can’t blame ’em because 
they’re getting the best of both worlds.” 

As an obsessed reggae fan in the late 70s 
and early ’80s, Angotti got into the radio 
business at 17, broadcasting via a station 
for the Claremont Colleges before rising 
to KNAC (1982-86) and KROQ (1986-92). 

He was one of the first full-time D Js in 
Southern California spinning new wave, 
early reggae and such U.K.-inspired artists 
as Steel Pulse and Banton (whom Angotti 
later managed). Angotti regularly hosted an 
event called Reggae Revolution at Fender’s 
Ballroom in Long Beach, which paired punk 
acts such as TSOL and Bad Brains in the 
main room with acts such as Eek-a-Mouse 
and the Wailing Souls in the backroom. 

“Anyone who bought a ticket to a punk 
show could walk over to the reggae side 
and vice versa for free,” he says. “Miguel 
Happoldt [of Skunk Records] and Brad 
Nowell [of Sublime] would come to my 
gigs all the time, and they’d go in and out 
of the punk side and into the reggae side— 
it was like a punky reggae party.” 

Nowell often studied Angotti’s radio 
shows, learning the rhythms to transform 
them into what became Sublime’s signature 
sound. Gwen Stefani and Tony Kanal used 
to come during No Doubt’s early days, when 
their band was one of the regular warm-up 
acts on the bill. Groups such as Common 
Sense and national headliners Rebelution, 
Iration and the Dirty Heads still exhibit the 
influence of those early reggae free-for-alls. 

And the cross-pollination continues. 

Last month, Green Day drummer Tre Cool

showed up at the Wayfarer during a reggae 
night for a friend’s birthday. “Hey, do you 
guys do this every Tuesday?” he asked Chon 
at the bar. “Reggae’s my jam—reggae and 
punk. Do you think they’d let me come up 
and play? I don’t think they know me, man.” 

“I’m pretty sure they know you,” 

Chon replied. 

“Well, I guess I am in the Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame,” Cool said with a laugh, as 
he went for his sticks. 

“But he was so nervous and didn’t want 
to impose on them,” Chon later recalls. 

“So on set break, I snuck onstage and said, 
‘Hey, Jelani, Tre Cool is at the bar, and 
he wants to sit in on one song and play 
drums.’ And they were all shitting bricks, 
like, ‘Okay, let’s get ready! Let’s get ready!”’ 

After the break, Cool jumped onstage, 
played some Bob Marley with the band, 
then jumped off with a huge smile on his 
face. “What’s really fun is that half of that 
crowd at the show who were all into reg¬ 
gae didn’t recognize who he was,” Chon 
says. “They just thought he was a special 
guest playing drums.” 

tandingby the back doorway 
of Don the Beachcomber as 
the rain comes down in sheets, 
Elizabeth Bushell takes a 
moment to breathe. She has been danc¬ 
ing for the past couple of hours; her hair 


is tousled from the humidity, and a light 
sheen of sweat coats her cheeks. There is 
also a huge smile on her face. 

“I love supporting this group,” the 
Sunset Beach salon owner says. Since 
Fullwood started performing here in 2011, 
Bushell has missed just one Sunday—and 
only because she had to attend a hair 
show in Vegas. “You know, on Sundays, 
most people go to church. This is my 
church. I look forward to it all week.” 

Fullwood made a life in Orange 


County for himself with fans such as 
Bushell. He married, divorced and had 
six kids. But he has never forgotten his 
roots. Those Sunday Beachcomber reg¬ 
gae sessions also double as a fundraiser 
for his nonprofit organization, Reggae 
for a Reason, with concertgoers fre¬ 
quently bringing food and clothing for 
underprivileged youth. 

But their history and commitment to 
charity, though admirable, isn’t why most 
people come to see Fullwood and other 


guys who’ve given their lives to praise Jah 
with their instruments and their energy. It’s 
those grooves, forcing fans to forget about 
the clouds outside the doors of the club and 
instead be in the moment, sharing it with 
others, regardless of age, race or class. 

“Bob [Marley] might not be the great¬ 
est singer, but his words speak to you,” 
Fullwood says. “It’s not hard—even a little 
baby can sing it. That’s when you know 
you have something.”

ARE TAILORED TO WORKING ADULTS 



Few working adults can afford the luxury of a four-year sabbatical during which to earn 
a degree. So accelerated degree programs were developed precisely with "continuing 
learners" in mind. Designed to fit around the busy schedules of older students, these 
fast-track programs allow what would normally be a four-year bachelors degree to be 
completed in as little as 16 months. 


Accelerated programs typically use ex¬ 
pedited courses (often involving longer in¬ 
dividual class periods) which are designed 
to run back-to-back in less than the usual 
12-week semester schedule. Classes may 
take only a month to complete. Addition¬ 
ally, these programs usually offer flexible 
course scheduling (including year-round, 
evening and weekend classes) and may be 
delivered partially or entirely online. 

"Accelerated programs compact more 
learning activity into a shorter calendar 
period by running courses without breaks 
[and] designing more learning activity to 
take place outside of the classroom," said 
Mike Echols, PhD, executive vice president 
at Bellevue University and CEO of Smart 
Degree. 

Bellevue University, a private non-profit 
college in Nebraska, offers accelerated 
programs (in-class or online) which, with 
transferred credits, allow a student to earn 
an undergraduate degree in as little as 16 
months. 

The accelerated degree experience is 
more streamlined and intense than that of 
a traditional freshman-sophomore-junior- 
senior semester structure. 

"In many cases, the designers of the 
curriculum of these programs cut out the 
electives and move students through a co¬ 
hort model," said Katie Schellenberg, JD, 
MA, an educational consultant and founder 
of Learning Lab LA and Beyond Tutoring. 
"The program is narrowly tailored and fo¬ 
cused on graduation as the goal." 

The cohort model also means that ac¬ 
celerated degree programs commonly em¬ 
phasize group cooperation and community 
spirit. 

"Because the students all take the 
same classes together at the same time, 
they often rely on each other in the form of 
collaboration and teamwork," Schellenberg 
explained. 

With the skyrocketing cost of education 
over the past 10-15 years, the advent of 


virtual classrooms, and economic reces¬ 
sions which have propelled adults back 
into school in search of more marketable 
skills, accelerated programs have prolifer¬ 
ated over the past quarter-century. 

"The economic downturn of 2007-09 
definitely impacted the popularity ... of 
accelerated programs," said Schellenberg. 
"Universities began offering programs at 
an accelerated pace for individuals who 
wanted technical training or to create 
movement in a stagnant career." 

Most colleges today offer at least some 
accelerated degrees and almost every sub¬ 
ject and technical training is available. 

"Even top law schools, such as North¬ 
western [University in Illinois], offer a two 
year program," Schellenberg continued. 
"Many universities offer an accelerated 
medical school which is in combination 
with a student's bachelor's degree." 

But the college experience for acceler¬ 
ated learners will usually be very different 
from that of the "traditional" students with 
whom they share campuses, as will the 
study habits they'll need to adopt. 

"Accelerated degree programs require 
focus and discipline that is largely self- 
imposed, especially if the accelerated 
program is being delivered online," said 
Echols. 

Accelerated programs can deliver a de¬ 
gree not just faster, but cheaper. Over the 
past 35 years, the cost of college tuition 
has (in real terms) nearly quadrupled, so 
compressing a four-year degree program 
into as little as 16 months could mean sav¬ 
ing tens of thousands of dollars. 

Fiscal factors and a still uncertain U.S. 
economy suggest that the popularity of 
such programs will only continue. 

"Accelerated degrees, in many ways, 
are the wave of the future," said Schellen¬ 
berg. "With the increasing United States 
economic uncertainty, people will be look¬ 
ing to these programs in order to have an 
edge in the job force."

Eat (and Smoke) 
Like an Egyptian

El Mahroosa Cafe & Hookah Lounge serves great Egyptian food and hookah

U pon my first trip to El Mah¬ 
roosa Cafe & Hookah Lounge, 
I had a choice. Do I sit in the 
stark white room under harsh 
fluorescent lights, or do I make my way 
to the covered patio? It was clear. No one 
sits in the front room. Everyone, even if 
they’re not planning to puff on a hookah 
pipe, chooses the patio. 

Out here, there were plush orange 
couches and cushioned wicker chairs. On 
the far wall, fan-blown fabrics emulated 
torches. Underneath the doorway to the 
kitchen, a huge clock was labeled “Cairo.” 
Throughout the cavernous space, all the 
flat-screen TVs were tuned to the same 
channel, the Middle Eastern equivalent 
of MTV. As the evening progressed, more 
people streamed in. There were groups 
of men, women in hijabs, whole families 
with kids still in strollers. 

It was the day after the end of Ramadan. 
Had I come the night before, it would’ve 
been even busier. For its iftar buffet, El 
Mahroosa suspended the regular menu, 
transforming the patio into an epic all- 
you-can-eat feast that lasted until the wee 
hours of the morning—one of the grandest 
meals you can have in all of Anaheim’s Lit¬ 
tle Arabia. But that’s over. Reading the sin¬ 
gle-sheet laminated menu, I had questions 
about the more exotic-sounding dishes 
that didn’t have photos next to them. 

“What is mouloukhiya and koushari?” 

I asked. The waitress was in no mood 
to explain and muttered something I 
couldn’t make out. Rather than press¬ 
ing her, I moved on and inquired about a 
drink on the menu called “karkade.” 

“It’s an Egyptian drink,” she replied 
rather curtly. 


Sensing her growing impatience, I told 
her I’d try it, as well as some kofta for 
my meal. As she walked away, I Googled 
“karkade” on my phone and found out 
it was hibiscus tea. The kofta, I already 
knew. And when it arrived, it was as I 
expected: two slender cylinders of char- 
roasted ground-beef kebabs packed onto 
skewers over yellow basmati rice with 
scorched onions and a roasted tomato. 

The kofta was smoky, delicious even 
before I doused it with the thimble of the 
mint-and-cucumber yogurt served on the 
side. But as I ate the meal, I vowed that 
the next time I came, I’d try something I 
didn’t already know, something beyond 
the kofta, the shawerma and falafels. 
Before I left, I took pictures of the entire 
menu. Then I Googled everything on it 
when I got home. 

When I returned the following night 
with friends in tow, I was prepared. With 
confidence, I told our server—a differ¬ 
ent person this time—that I wanted the 
mouloukhiya, which was a soup made 
from pulverized mallow leaves. One site 
I read said it would be as mucilaginous as 
okra. And it was. Every spoonful I slurped 
from the bowl trailed slime. What I didn’t 
expect was how verdantly fresh and com¬ 
forting it was, rivaling the best Southern 
pot-stewed collard greens, but somehow 
even better than that. Also, the soup was 
just one facet of the dish. It came with half 
a golden rotisserie chicken with crispy 
skin served over the same yellow rice I 
had a day earlier with the kofta. 

We ate only some of that rice because 
we also ordered the kabsa, one of the res¬ 
taurant’s specialties in which the basmati 
grains were blasted with saffron, cinna¬ 


mon and cardamom, then decorated with 
crunchy almonds and topped with a choice 
of chicken or lamb. We chose the chicken, 
finding it was the other half of the bird that 
came with the mouloukhiya, except embel¬ 
lished with ribbons of deep-fried onions. 

The kabsa reminded us a lot of Indian 
biryani and made us wonder how differ¬ 
ent it was from the dish the restaurant 
actually called “beryani,” which our 
waiter said wasn’t available that night. 

But there was plenty to keep our mouths 
occupied and stuffed. There were swirls 
of hummus served with bits of char-kissed 
beef that we smeared on warmed pita 
bread. There was freshly fried kebbeh as 
big as Christmas ornaments exploding 
spiced ground beef when their crunchy 
outer crusts were breached. 

For dessert, there was om ali, a fuming, 
baked-to-order crock pot that’s a cross 
between bread pudding and baklava, and 
kunafa, a heavenly cheese-oozing square 
similar to Greek saganaki, but sweetened 
with syrup and showered with crispy 
threads of thin noodle. As the food settled, 

I sank further in my chair. In the meantime, 
my friends puffed hookah (available here 
in more fruity flavors than Baskin-Robbins 
has ice cream) while the servers swapped 
out the coal with new ones that spat out 
red-hot embers as they carried them from 
table to table in repurposed metal strainers. 
I realized then why no one sat inside.

H untington Beach might be known 
fora lot of things—the Pier, the 
surf, the white supremacists, the wacky 
politics—but the city's best-kept secret 
is its love of breakfast. Omelet for 
omelet, no other 'burb in the county is as 
obsessed with the first meal of the day, 
with classics such as the Sugar Shack 
and Harbor House Cafe and newer spots 
including Bread Crumb Ohana Cafe and 
Cafe Cup (note to aspiring breakfast 
joints: synonyms for cafe exist). This also 
explains the continued obsession with 
HB's most famous doughnut purveyor, 
the aptly named Donuttery. 

Don't get me wrong: This spot is 
fabulous, not just for its creations (dense 
blueberry doughnuts, fabulous salted- 
caramel-and-chocolate wonders, and 
vegan doughnuts more miraculous than 
Albert Pujols' comeback) but also for the 
kind family that runs it. But doughnuts as 
a trend are so 2012—why the continued 
popularity? The answer is in its setting: 
an already-crowded strip mall off Beach 
Boulevard, with a simple marquee and 
little other flash. Even when the Donut¬ 
tery was at its most popular, when lines 
existed, and Yelpers and Instagrammers 
brought in people from across the coun¬ 
try, the owners never lost sight of what 
they had: an old-school doughnut shop, 
where as much care is put into a simple 
glazed as it is to something pinker than 
a Hello Kitty T-shirt. It's this perspective 
that has kept the shop popular among 
locals, who still fashion themselves a 
working-class people and gladly support 
places that promote that ethos. 

But enough philosophizing! Let's talk 
what to get: Flavors go in and out of 
favor, but I've always loved the dulce 
de leche, a fluffy chocolate doughnut 
oozing with the sticky Mexican take on 
caramel. Red velvet, while cliched at this 
point, works; maple bacon, another old 
trend, is still worth it, with the saltiness of 
the pig coalescing with the sharp syrupy 
flavor just fine. A baker's dozen might 
cost more than at the average doughnut 
shop, but your office will thank you for 
the uptick in quality instead of scarfing 
just half a fritter and leaving the slobbery 
leftover in the box—look it up!

T he two most important bites of 
a meal for me are the first and 
the last. At the very end of eat¬ 
ing something, I like to arrange 
the remaining bits and pieces of the plate 
into one perfect bite so I can have a com¬ 
plete memory of what I was eating. The 
bite at the very beginning, though, is the 
one that sets the tone. 

With that said, the best first bite I’ve 
had in a very, very long time belongs to the 
dulce de leche walnut shrimp tacos at Dos 
Chinos. The tortillas are soft and warm, 
but made with enough oomph they hold 
up through the whole meal. The shrimp, 
plump and drizzled in a sweet dulce de

We Choose to Accept It 

Cruise’s Mission: Impossible series gets street smart

A t 53, Tom Cruise is past the 

retirement age of every James 
Bond except Roger Moore. 

Yet his 19-year-old Mission: 
Impossible series ticks on, counting down 
the seconds till its next explosion—and 
Cruise’s Ethan Hunt is determined to 
unman his cross-Atlantic competition. 
Forget high-tech gadgets. The older 
Cruise gets, the more he relies on his fists. 
(And his abs and his nerves—he’ll never 
let you forget he does his own stunts, and 
why should he?) His body is the wonder 
-gizmo, and Christopher McQuarrie, 
writer and director of the fifth entry, 
Rogue Nation, keeps the camera on him as 
if it’s a nature show about a hungry lion. 

Every Mission: Impossible has a dif¬ 
ferent tone. It’s the first franchise Cruise 
produced, and he handpicked the old TV 
serial to be his blockbuster plaything, a 
toy chest he offers to directors who catch 
his eye. Cruise used Mission: Impossible 
to resurrect Brian De Palma, capitalize on 
John Woo, transition J. J. Abrams from TV 
to film, and shift Brad Bird from pixels to 
a real man. Cruise allowed each helmer to 
adapt his own Ethan Hunt. To De Palma, 
Hunt was a whiz kid. For Woo, a horn- 
dog. Abrams: a husband. Bird: a cartoon. 
Cruise—not his character—is the only con¬ 
stant, plus his continually returning bros 
Ving Rhames, Simon Pegg and now Jeremy 
Renner, as well as whatever new leggy, 
longhaired brunette chooses to accept. 


(This time, it’s newcomer Rebecca Fergu¬ 
son, and boy, are we lucky to have her.) 

Here, Ethan Hunt is a cousin of 
Jack Reacher—the first film for which 
McQuarrie directed Cruise—only with¬ 
out the quips. McQuarrie, the writer of 
The Usual Suspects, gives Rogue Nation a 
suspicious street-smartness. People don’t 
just plan; they double- and triple-think 
the enemy—not that the plot matters more 
than a mousetrap. In an early scene, a 
lovely blond agent coos, “I’ve heard sto¬ 
ries—they can’t all be true.” James Bond 
would flirt; any other action hero would 
crack a joke. Cruise’s Hunt doesn’t kid. He 
seems to actually consider the question, 
before slipping a small who knows? smile. 

Cruise enjoys playing humble. That’s 
the secret behind the biggest movie star 
in the world: He’s always an underdog, 
even when we don’t think Ethan Hunt can 
lose. (And that’s why you’ll never see him 
playing an effortless comic-book immor¬ 
tal—his characters are at their best when 
their backs are to the wall.) The game is 
how close he can get to death. Here, he’s 
battered, buffeted and strung up like St. 
Sebastian. In one breath-sucking scene, 
he tumbles into a water tank that tosses 
him as if he’s in a gyroscope. What sells 
it isn’t just the feat’s one wicked gag, but 
his tiny, toothy inhalation before he takes 
the plunge. Cruise even permits himself 
to be dwarfed by every lantern-jawed 
goon flung his way by the Syndicate, an 


anti-IMF network hell-bent on triggering 
world havoc. 

McQuarrie loves blundering into a 
brawl, but he’s too twitchy to shoot great 
action. One spinning motorcycle stunt 
would have killed if he’d pulled back so we 
could actually see it. Strapping Cruise to 
an airplane is a zippy idea, yet in the exe¬ 
cution, I found myself distracted by how 
the wind flattened his hair to his forehead 
as though a sweaty preacher’s toupee. 
Weirder still, when Hunt goes into hid¬ 
ing, Cruise sprouts a blond—yes, blond!— 
beard. Better is a simple, circus-act move 
in which Cruise monkeys up a pole doing 
what I can only describe as horizontal 
crunches. (He’d make a mint in Magic 
Mike 3.) There’s a fine car chase and a 
superior motorcycle dash that combines 
everything Cruise does well: insane phys¬ 
ics, credible danger and human fragility. 

Of course, Cruise’s best skill is his act¬ 
ing. He doesn’t get to do much here—only 
De Palma and Abrams gave Hunt an inner 
life—and he hasn’t gotten to do much 
in the past 10 years. His past decade is a 
too-eager-to-please shadow of his stretch 
from 1989 to 1999, which earned him 
three Oscar nominations. 

At Rogue Nation’s deepest, McQuarrie 
seems to be trying to say something about 
luck: There’s some mumbo jumbo about 
chance, a shot of a rabbit’s-foot keychain. 
But luck is antithetical to everything 
Cruise represents. More than any actor— 


and certainly every CG-reliant superhero— 
he believes in bruises and exhaustion. He 
wants to earn the audience’s love. After all, 
when you’ve been pummeled by the global 
media, how scary is a silly little plane? 

Rogue Nation is smart to pair him with 
the Swedish Ferguson, an athletic beauty 
with appraising, ice-blue eyes. In our first 
look at her as Syndicate agent lisa, Fergu¬ 
son unbuttons the top of her blouse before 
spinning around to interrogate Hunt. 
We’re caught off-guard—she doesn’t seem 
the type to lean on guile—and she soon 
proves she isn’t. For fun, lisa practices 
holding her breath, and while McQuarrie 
indulges in one long pan up her muscular 
thigh, it’s not as entrancing as the char¬ 
acter’s brains. Alas, Mission: Impossible’s 
habit of rotating lovelies means we prob¬ 
ably won’t see her in the sixth installment. 

However, newcomer Alec Baldwin, as a 
McCarthy-esque CIA boss, grins as if he’s 
already signed his contract, even though he’s 
saddled with lines such as “Hunt is the liv¬ 
ing manifestation of destiny!” I giggled, but 
for Cruise, it’s true. The 5-foot-7 New Jersey 
kid went west and conquered California. 

His key franchise has conquered the world. 
And Cruise won’t rest until he collapses.

A LEGO BRICKUMENTARY How much 
time would you like to spend in the com¬ 
pany of benignly kooky hobbyists? That's 
the question to ask before committing to 
docu-commercial A Lego Brickumentary, 
a largely genial but frequently wearying 
feature-length toy ad. The film's central 
conceit is sound enough: Lego construc¬ 
tion kits "unlock [users'] imagination," in 
the words of one Lego creator. A Lego 
Brickumentary accordingly present an 
expansive portrait of Lego fans, including 
sociologists and architects, as a means of 
showcasing what the toy can be built into, 
like a life-size Star 1/l/arsX-Wing space¬ 
ship and miniature kits modeled after Frank 
Lloyd Wright's Fallingwater residence. 

But experts like musician Ed Sheeran and 
gallery artist Nathan Sawaya mostly offer 
accidental insight into Legos' mass appeal. 
They seem like singularly meaningless 
pieces of the film's uncritically unified 
whole—each another brick in the wall. 
Interviews with "AFOLs," or "Adult Fans of 
Lego," make for alternately frustrating and 
intriguing scenes. At Lego conventions, 
adult and kid fans scrounge for rare pieces 
while amateur designers try to score 
business meetings with official Lego repre¬ 
sentatives like Jamie Berard. Co-directors 
Kief Davidson and Daniel Junge highlight 
some fascinating aspects of Lego fandom, 
especially whenever they present Lego 
consumers as a unique subculture. Brief 
sequences focused on the construction of 
intricate roller-coaster sets and towering 
skyscrapers are genuinely compelling. But 
Davidson and Junge are too impatient to 


linger on any one section of their mosaic 
portrait.

VACATION It's been 32 years since the 
release of National Lampoon's Vacation, in 
which Chevy Chase, as dad Clark Griswold, 
packed his Griswold clan into what 
looked like a Country Squire from Hell and 
sought the family-bonding experienceTM 
by driving cross-country to the mythical 
Walley World. The new but not necessar¬ 
ily improved edition is here to make you 
feel either very old or very relieved you 
weren't around when the first one, or any 
of its sequels, hit. This Vacation isn't a 
strict remake, but more of an update: Rusty 
Griswold (Ed Helms) is the grown-up ver¬ 
sion of the son played by Anthony Michael 
Hall back in 1983. He now has a family of 
his own: There's sparkly, agreeable wife 
Debbie (Christina Applegate) and eternally 
bickering sons James (Skyler Gisondo) 
and Kevin (Steele Stebbins). Rusty cares 
only about pursuing an elusive experience 
that will be satisfying to him—in particular, 
re-creating the disastrous trip detailed in 
the earlier Vacation. So the family heads 
off on an adventure that includes a pit stop 
at a sorority keg party, an accidental steer 
murder, and lots of strangely misplaced 
homoerotic humor. Some of the humor is 
slapsticky and kid-friendly, but most of the 
gags involve language most responsible 
parents don't want their tiny tots to hear, 
as well as invocations—though not depic¬ 
tions!—of things like glory holes and 
rimjobs. Who, exactly, is Vacation for? 


Kids will end up seeing it, of course—they 
always do—but it will hardly scar them 
for life. It's not smart enough for that. 

Still, most of the jokes are just too vague 
and unshaped to be funny for anyone old 
enough to buy a ticket without a guardian.

ONGOING 

ANT-MAN We may not need another hero, 
but true believers don't need to shrink-ray 
their expectations. Ant-Man is the first 
Marvel film—and the first of this summer's 
pixels-go-kablooey time-wasters—to get 
better as it goes. The filmmakers save their 
biggest, wiggiest ideas for the climaxes, 
where they wittily reduce the pageantry 
of destruction to HO scale: In one of 
many third-act dustups, our hero faces 
off against the latest Marvel tech-gone- 
wrong baddy on an architect's model of a 
building. From there the action flits to even 
more humdrum locales, intimate of-our- 
world spaces. This freshens up the usual 
superheroics. No spoilers, here, about the 
half-dozen surprises the filmmakers uncork 
in the last half-hour, but isn't it a relief that 
once again there are marvels to spoil? Ant- 
Man makes a virtue of drought-year scar¬ 
city. The movie favors story over set pieces, 
never even trying to dazzle us for a good 40 
minutes—and then heading back to hang 
out in a San Francisco Queen Anne owned 
by Ant-Man mentor Hank Pym (Michael 
Douglas). Not that said story demanded to 
be told, of course: This is familiar superhero 
origin and training stuff, spiced with heist¬ 
planning and the comedy of dumbfounded¬ 
ness. As the goodhearted burglar who 
winds up with the powers to shrink himself 
and boss ants around, Paul Rudd spends 
the first hour looking like neither he nor his 
character, Scott Lang, can buy that a guy 
like him could possibly be a hero. Maybe in 
the Marvel Cinematic Universe, the entire 
history of Hollywood is different? (PG-13)

THE LOOK OF SILENCE In 2012, docu 
mentary filmmaker Joshua Oppenheimer 
made a splash with The Act of Killing, 
in which he sought out members of 
Indonesian killing squads, individuals who 
murdered thousands of innocent citizens 
accused of being communists after a 
military takeover in 1965, and invited them 
to re-enact their crimes in the style of 
Hollywood movies. The thugs happily took 
the bait, relishing the chance to relive their 
glory days in front of Oppenheimer's cam¬ 
era. The picture was disturbing, but it also 
set up an unholy bargain with its audience: 
Were we supposed to be shocked that 
genocidal killers might feel no remorse for 
what they'd done? Oppenheimer handed 
these creeps their stage and then invited 
us to watch the charade; afterward, we 
could congratulate ourselves for being 
appalled—as if any sane, minimally moral 
person wouldn't be. Oppenheimer has 
now made a follow-up, and if it's a far less 
flashy film than The Act of Killing, it's also 
a better and possibly more honest one. In 
The Look of Silence, Adi Rukun, a middle- 
aged optometrist whose older brother was 
tortured and killed by the regime, seeks 
out each of the men who had a hand in 
the crime—some of them now power¬ 
ful officials—and confronts them about 
the event. Seen through his eyes, these 
killers—bragging, backpedaling, and 
cracking jokes in response to his earnest 
questions—seem even more truly evil than 
they did when they were riffing, as they 
did in The Act of Killing, on scenes from 


Scarf ace. Watching The Look of Silence is 
more painful than it is cathartic, but it's an 
experience that burns clean. (Not Rated)

MR. HOLMES Above all else, a movie built 
around a star promises presence, and in 
Bill Condon's Mr. Holmes that promise is 
dual: Here's 100 or so minutes with the 
great Ian McKellen, for once not casting 
spells, controlling magnetism, or classing 
up script pages of expositional gobbledy- 
gook. Mr. Holmes also offers us a playdate 
with a Sherlock who's been absent from 
this century's screens, one for whom 
deduction isn't a superpower/party-trick— 
Condon has the good taste not to reduce 
the great detective's thinking to a whoosh¬ 
ing camera and quick-flash insert shots. 
The game's afoot, and Mr. Holmes plays 
fair. But this is more elegy than game. 
Based on Mitch Cullin's novel A Slight Trick 
of the Mind, Mr. Holmes finds Sherlock in 
retirement, facing senility and the horrors 
of the twentieth century. Gently revisionist, 
the film examines several eras of Holmes' 
life. We meet Sherlock in repose, near the 
White Cliffs of Dover in 1947, raising bees 
for their royal jelly, which he believes might 
help steady his ailing memory. The nona¬ 
genarian lives with a housekeeper (Laura 
Linney) and her excitable son, Roger 
(Milo Parker), who is eager to get tales of 
adventure out of the old man. McKellen 
has never looked so old and dithering 
onscreen—what a relief it is when Condon 
flashes back to a Baker Street case, and 
McKellen jaunts about London in top hat 
and tails, vigorous as Fred Astaire. Both 
writing and acting are artful, but Condon's 
filmmaking is workaday. Like this Sherlock, 
he can't quite keep everything in his story 
straight and clear, but the film comes close 
just often enough. (PG) Alan Scherstuhl.

PIXELS Here's a shocker: In Pixels, his latest, 
Adam Sandler plays a stunted man-child 
who turns out to be very, very special. 

That's his ecological niche: the Manic 
Potbellied Dream Dork, or, if you prefer, the 
fragile Sand-Man. Sandlerfilms have pre¬ 
dictable scripts: In two hours or less, he'll 
transform from loser to hero, often tacking 
on an improbable girlfriend, and often 
without transforming at all. (An Oscar for 
the first costume designer who gets him to 
wear a shirt that fits.) Instead, it's everyone 
else in the cast who must about-face and 
appreciate him. And if we don't admire him 
fast enough, like his Pixels love interest 
Michelle Monaghan fails to at first, he'll call 
us a snob. Pixels, directed by King of the 
Kiddos Chris Columbus, freezes Sandler as 
pre-teen video game legend Sam Brenner, 
whose life peaked when he placed sec¬ 
ond in a Zton/rey/Cong championship. An 
egomaniac named Eddie (Peter Dinklage) 
took first. But in Sandler's world, failures 
always win. Ego and approval ratings inter¬ 
twine when the planet Volula mistakenly 
interprets a VHS tape of Sam's Donkey 
Kong competition, shot out to space for 
lord only knows what reason, as a declara¬ 
tion of war. The aliens invade Earth with 
weapons they believe we'll understand: 
Galaga drones, skyscraper-gobbling Tetris 
blocks, and angry-pickle escapees from 
Burger Time. If Sam, Eddie, and buddy 
Ludlow (Josh Gad) can't best the Volulans 
two out of three, the Earth is lost. Sandler 
wins, as always. Every year, he's gotta star 
in an expensive, anti-intellectual gasbag 
that anoints him the Best Boy in the World. 
But audiences are running out of quarters.

SOUTHPAW The opening of Antoine Fuqua's 
Southpaw, shot in gritty, grayed-out tones, 
is a grim harbinger: A fighter getting ready 
for the ring holds up his meaty paws for 
the ritualistic wrapping of gauze and tape. 
His gloves are slipped over the wrappings, 
and then they're taped on too—but while 
his fists may be imprisoned, his mind has 
got to stay quick and free. The fighter is a 
scrapper from Hell's Kitchen—he came up 
there, presumably in the days when it was 
still hellish—with the portentous name 
Billy Hope, and he's played by an ornately 
tattooed Jake Gyllenhaal, who's all skin, 
muscle, and eyes. You just know that in 
the course of the next few hours great 
and terrible things will happen to Billy. 
There will be very little in-between. After 
an initial, fleeting moment of triumph, the 
first half of Southpawchafts Billy's rapid 
and painful downward spiral, initiated by 
one horrific incident. His looping free-fall 
of despair, punishing to witness, can't end 
soon enough. But the rest of Southpaw— 
which details Billy's clawing his way 
back to everything that matters to him— 
doesn't have enough dramatic spring to 
win us back. The problem isn't just that 
Southpawis predictable. Fuqua heaps the 
movie's first half with so much misery that 
by the time Forest Whitaker shows up 
as the tough-but-sensitive neighborhood 
trainer-sensei who'll get the fallen Billy 
back on track—come on, you knew that 
was coming—we already feel beaten 
to the consistency of hamburger. Still, if 
nothing else, Fuqua always works with 
fine actors, and he's got a passel of them 
here, especially Rachel McAdams in the 
stock protective-wife role. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THE STANFORD PRISON 

EXPERIMENT "Have you ever given 
in to an aggressive urge or impulse?" a 
psychologist asks a college volunteer. 

"No, no!" assures the student. "I go to 
Stanford." Thanks to that kid—and 23 
others who joined the infamous study 
that gives its name to Kyle Patrick 
Alvarez's docudrama The Stanford 
Prison Experiment— his school's public 
association would go from prestigious 
university to proof of mankind's innate 
violence. Researcher Dr. Philip Zimbardo 
(Billy Crudup) built a makeshift prison and 
divided the boys into inmates and guards 
with a coin-flip. He lied to the guards that 
they'd been selected for their "exemplary 
qualities," gave each a pair of dark sun¬ 
glasses, and instructed them to keep order. 
Depending on your tolerance for mental 
torture, the brutality that quickly followed 
made his experiment either a disaster or a 
huge success. Alvarez, for his part, doesn't 
seem sure how he feels. His flick, written 
by Tim Talbott, is as straightforward as 
the title, perhaps even more neutral than 
the 1971 experiment itself (Zimbardo, too, 
began throwing around his authority when 
concerned observers advised him to call 
off the screaming nightmare). Even simply 
sticking to the facts, the film is a painful 
watch, leavened only by its infatuation 
with Seventies period design (an opening 
close-up of rubber cement is practically 
fetishistic) and the horrors of Brady Bunch 
fashion. With the large cast including Ezra 
Miller, Michael Angarano, Tye Sheridan, 
Keir Gilchrist, Johnny Simmons, Ki Hong 
Lee, and Thomas Mann, most of the next 
wave of young American male actors are 
here and doing solid work, not that you 
can recognize them under the mutton- 
chops.

UCI’s New Swan Shakespeare Festival features a badass Elizabethan theater

E li Simon wanted to build a the¬ 
ater. Like, a really cool theater. 
He had the money, thanks to 
funds from a department of 
excellence award (given to the UC Irvine 
drama department), as well as generous 
donors. He had the talent; he’s been UC 
Irvine chancellor’s professor of drama for 
27 years, as well as a professional direc¬ 
tor and author. He had the idea for an 
intimate, outdoor, moveable, 15-ton, mini- 
Elizabethan theater. 

But could he actually do it? 

“Keith Bangs, the New Swan’s produc¬ 
tion manager, and I were having one of 
our preliminary meetings at Pei Wei, 
[talking about] how do we move this 
15-ton mini-Elizabethan theater, where 
should we set it down, will the Ground¬ 
lings seats work, and so forth,” Simon 
recalls. “I opened my fortune cookie, 
and it said, ‘Build your theater; the audi¬ 
ence is waiting.’ 

“I nearly fell off my seat,” Simon con¬ 
tinues. “We decided, right then and there, 
that we were being given a clear sign from 
the gods of fortune cookies and theater 
and that we should go forward with our 
crazy vision.” 

The New Swan Theater is an eye-catch¬ 
ing marvel currently stationed on the UCI 
campus just west of Langson Library. And 
it’s home to the New Swan Shakespeare 
Festival, now in its fourth summer sea¬ 
son. Under Simon’s artistic direction, the 
festival offers two productions: Much Ado 
About Nothing and Macbeth. 

“It was born of the impulse to cre¬ 
ate an intimate space in which we could 
investigate and perform Shakespearean 
plays while remaining in very close con¬ 
tact with the audience,” Simon says. “It’s 
really as simple as that. The New Swan 
Theater itself is the central element that 
makes our festival special.” 

A three-level cylinder made of steel 
and wood, the theater seats up to 130 in 
five areas, including the floor (where the 
groundlings, i.e., the unsophisticated, 
rowdy, drunken rabble, who now swarm 
about downtown Fullerton on a weekend 
night, sat during Shakespeare’s time—and 
I say this as a Fullerton resident and 
sometimes-bartender) and a balcony. The 
actors are seldom more than a few feet 
away from any seat. 

The configuration creates an intense, 
immersive experience. And the way 
the company approaches its produc¬ 
tions (last year’s Twelfth Night and this 
year’s Macbeth rank among the best local 
Shakespeare shows these jaded eyes have 
witnessed over the past 20 years) magni¬ 
fies that experience. “We didn’t want to 


produce declamatory, stuffy productions,” 
Simon says. “We wanted the audience to 
be able to sense the actors’ brains whir¬ 
ring and to feel emotions as they arise. 

We wanted actors to be able to take their 
asides and thoughts directly to the audi¬ 
ence, rather than throwing them out to 
some unknown place above the footlights. 
There’s a synergy that is created in the 
New Swan Theater. The actors feel it, and 
so does the audience. My goal is to keep 
everyone happy in that space, whether 
you’re onstage or you’re in the house 
watching the action unfold. So far, it 
seems to be working.” 

The combination of that aesthetic 
approach, along with the fact that the 
actors (professionals and students, most of 
whom are alums of the drama department 
or current graduate and undergraduate 
students) are trained in Shakespeare and 
manage to make nearly every line intel¬ 
ligible, makes the shows both entertaining 
and accessible, as well as remarkably true 
to the best thing about the Bard: his lan¬ 
guage. “We seek to tell the story as clearly 
as possible without resorting to theatrical 
tricks,” Simon says. “We set the plays—one 
tragedy and one comedy each year—in the

time and place that makes most sense to 
us. If it needs to remain period, we’ll leave 
it in Shakespeare’s time, but most of our 
plays thus far have been modernized to the 
20th century and beyond.” 

Shakespeare’s language is unaltered, 
but the plays are edited so that each act 
runs an hour or less. “In the long and 
short run, it’s about the acting,” Simon 
says. “People find our actors understand¬ 
able and compelling. I’ve figured out that 
a smaller, tighter, highly talented company 
is the way to go. Our actors appear in both 
shows. That keeps them challenged, and 
[many of our audience members] attend 
both shows to see the ways in which the 
company members shift from comedy to 
tragedy on successive nights.... It took 
me four months to cast the ensemble this 
year, and I was tearing my hair out for 
most of that period of time. It was worth 
the wait.”

"They are definitely popular 
around Halloween and festival season, 
but the more I make, [the more] I realize 
there are surprisingly a lot of reasons 
to wear a crown," Loschy says. For the 
self-conscious, she recommends buying 
one with a friend, then wearing them to a 
party together. Or just sport one around 
the house! There's no way to feel bad 
about yourself in one of these pretties. 

Catch Loschy at the Orange Inter¬ 
national Street Fair during Labor Day 
weekend, when you can also view the 
rest of her gorgeous creations, including 
statement jewelry and woven dream 
catchers. It's the perfect occasion to 
bust out that new headpiece.

Chandler Boy 
Done Good 

Shay Bredimus of Outer Limits Tattoo 


I n a small complex in the Alamitos 
Beach area of Long Beach, Shay 
Bredimus’ apartment is arranged 
a little differently than most of 
the others. There’s no couch, no coffee 
table, no TV in the living room. Instead, 
it’s set up as a painting studio, with an 
artist’s table and stool on one side for 
smaller projects and a pair of larger 
canvases hanging in front of a softbox 
light in a corner. There’s a bedroom in 
the back, but the apartment is as much a 
studio as it is a living quarters, which is 
exactly how Bredimus wants it. 

“I go to the shop, I work,” Bredimus 
says. "I come home, I work. I’m pretty 
much working all the time.” 

The Outer Limits tattooer hasn’t 
always been such a fine artist. His jour¬ 
ney into tattooing began in his mom’s 
garage on the south side of Chandler, 
Arizona, in the 1990s. “If you wanted to 
be an artist, there were really only two 
choices,” Bredimus says. “You could tat¬ 
too or you could go into graffiti.” 

At 14, Bredimus started tattooing 
some of the local gangsters in his garage. 
“I had to do it one time and do it right,” 
he says, “because these were guys who 
could seriously hurt or kill me.” 

When he turned 18, the young ink 
slinger began a two-year apprentice¬ 
ship. While tattooing, Bredimus also 
started taking his art more seriously, 
pursuing a degree at Mesa Community 
College before finishing out his under¬ 
graduate in Vancouver—because where 
could be more different than the Ari¬ 
zona desert? “It was in Vancouver [that] 
I learned conceptually what and how 
to paint,” Bredimus says. “For the first 
couple of years, I was really into the

rain. It went for almost three months 
straight, and I thought it was great 
because I got to wear things like a North 
Face jacket every day.” 

Bredimus moved on to the Laguna 
College of Art and Design (LCAD) to 
pursue a master’s in fine arts, focusing 
on the more physical side of painting 
and art. Out of convenience and neces¬ 
sity, he found his signature medium: 
tattoo ink on plastic. 

By the time he finished at LCAD, Bre¬ 
dimus saw some of his work get picked 
up by blue-chip galleries across SoCal, 
including Koplin Del Rio Gallery in 
Culver City. In 2008, Bredimus decided 
to take what had been his hobby and 
part-time job since he was 14 and start 
doing it full-time at Black Wave Tattoo 
in Hollywood. When the 45-minute 
commute from his Echo Park apartment 
got to be too much, Bredimus decided 
to audition at Outer Limits in front of 
Kari Barba and her crew. “I literally had 
to tattoo in front of everyone at Outer 
Limits,” Bredimus says. “They’d each 
come up and inspect the tattoo, so it 
was a lot of pressure. It worked out in 
the end, though.”

Fullerton’s famous jazz club closes its doors after 21 years

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ust after midnight on July 31, the 
heat of a packed house in OC’s 
best jazz club will have left the 
room for good. The chairs will be 
stacked atop the tables, the soundboard 
turned off, iron patio furniture locked 
up, and the stage lights lowered one final 
time. It’s the last night Steamers Jazz Club 
and Cafe will be open, the locking of its 
door signifying the shuttering of the only 
true jazz venue in Orange County and its 
more than 20 years of insane, ridiculous, 
jiving, stomping memories. 

The decision to sell the legendary 
business was not an easy one for owner 
Terence Love. Fullerton locals and club 
regulars have murmured about its closing 
for more than a year, but Love kept tight- 
lipped. It was finally confirmed, however, 
on July 15 in the Orange County Register, 
with an article quoting Evans Brewing 
Co. and Public House spokesman Andrew 
Beyer, saying that company had bought 
the business from Love. It was a huge hit 
to not only the countless musicians who 
played there on a regular basis, but also to 
anyone imbibing in downtown Fullerton 
who wanted to avoid the riff-raff. 

Love was a saxophone player and jazz 
lover in his youth, and he remembers 
trekking to Los Angeles to sneak into jazz 
clubs before he was 21. “Oh, and these 


places were so seedy, just dark, smoke- 
filled rooms where the bands were treated 
like shit by the owner,” he says. At the 
time, he was more into drinking and par¬ 
tying than being a business owner. “Sadly, 

I was not there for my mother when she 
died. And so I decided to get sober and 
make sure I would be there for my father,” 
he says. A few years after, a cleaner but no 
less gregarious Love opened the doors to 
Steamers in 1994. 

Back then, Commonwealth Avenue 
wasn’t quite as busy as it is now. “I wanted 
to create a place that was inviting and 
all-ages,” Love says. His landlord, Brad 
Leyva, was onboard with Love’s vision 
and offered him a great deal. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, jazz was not a popular music at 
the time, but I felt honored to give these 
musicians a chance.” 

Steamers was a venue for players young 
and old. Love, who has consistently sup¬ 
ported music in schools, allowed high- 
school and college bands to take over 
the club during weekend days. “We’ve 
had some big names in here, too,” Love 
says. “Joe Pesci, Diana Krall, Poncho San¬ 
chez, Jeff Hamilton, Terry Gibbs, Buddy 
DeFranco and George Cables, just to name 
a few.” Offstage, he played host to guests 
including Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, Sean 
Penn and Kate Flannery of The Office. 


As one of the only venues in OC that 
had music every day, Love estimates 
Steamers held 10,000 concerts—about 
9,000 of which he recorded. Jazz is a hard 
sell, especially in an area now known for 
its crazy bar scene. But Steamers was 
never really about being a bar or a restau¬ 
rant. “Above all, it’s been a labor of love. 
Let’s just say I haven’t gotten rich from 
doing this,” Love says. “In fact, if it weren’t 
for the emotional and financial support 
from my family, Steamers would have 
closed a long time ago. I had to pay the 
bands every day, even if no one showed.” 

The romantic, lively atmosphere has 
been the setting for more than two dozen 
engagements, innumerable date nights 
and even 12 weddings, Love says. But 
the club has also seen egotistical musi¬ 
cians cause scenes and storm out, angry 
customers get into fights, as well as an 
affair or two. But that’s part of the club’s 
charm, with its worn furniture and ruddy 
floors; the occasional crazy jazz musi¬ 
cian makes it more interesting than the 
classier, newer joints. 

Love did not really want to sell the club, 
but family pressures dictated a change. 
“My dad is 89 years old and he has Par¬ 
kinson’s,” he says. “My family is very busy, 
and I’m the only one with the flexibility to 
take care of him.” 


In the time since the news got out, 
several musicians have mentioned their 
disappointment in the sale being kept a 
secret, saying if they knew, they would 
have rallied friends with money to take 
over. “I’ve heard that many times,” Love 
says. “I always tell them to make me an 
offer, but it never happens. When it comes 
down to selling, you have to keep it a 
secret, otherwise people will think some¬ 
thing is wrong.” 

As Steamers’ final days wind down, 

Love says he feels shock, disbelief, anxiety, 
excitement and happiness. “It’s like mourn¬ 
ing the loss of a loved one,” he says. “I’m 
glad I’m not in a relationship right now.” 

During the last performance of big- 
band regulars Arlene and the Guys, a 
singer passed around a sign-up sheet, 
trying to get emails, so their fans could 
congregate at a new venue. Despite the 
stifling summer heat, the Guys—made up 
of men young and old—wore tuxes that 
night. The eightysomething Arlene Ger¬ 
man, who plays the piano like a young 
woman, stood to take the mic. 

“You know, when you’re feeling music 
and playing it and reading it, you forget 
how bad you really feel,” she said. And 
the normally mellow crowd gave her a 
standing ovation.

This quiet skate shop has become 
Fullerton’s No. 1 DIY venue

A t the end of a Fullerton shop¬ 
ping center, next to Dice- 
House Games, a tabletop 
gaming store that hosts role- 
playing nights and Magic: The Gathering 
tournaments, sits a relatively unassuming 
skate shop. Programme Skate & Sound 
also happens to sell vinyl records on one 
side, and on about a dozen nights per 
month for the past couple of years, it turns 
into a very different scene. 

Guitar amps, drums and a PA system 
are brought out to one side of the store. 
The clothing and skate-gear racks are 
wheeled out of the way, as dozens of 
hardcore, punk, indie and/or hip-hop 
kids cram into the shop—often with more 
left waiting outside. The young fans own 
the responsibility to not damage anything 
that can’t be moved. “Obviously, you 
can’t drink here, and there are no secu¬ 
rity guards or anything, so we just tell 
the kids to be cool, and they listen,” says 
Chris Gronowski, one of Programme’s 
owners. “Kids protect their own scene. 

No one wants to be the guy who ruined it 
for everyone.” 

Since Bane played there after having 
their show canceled about two years ago, 
Programme has become one of the best 
small hardcore and punk venues in Ful¬ 
lerton. Gronowski and his partner, Efrem 
Schulz of Death By Stereo (and several 
other bands), have also offered a lot of 
indie shows recently, with hip-hop acts on 
the horizon. 

Programme isn’t the only skate shop 
in the world that hosts local and touring 
bands in its space, but it’s certainly the 
most prominent in OC. What began as 
the desire to allow a few stripped-down 


sets like those prevalent during the 
heyday of record stores (and still hap¬ 
pening at Fingerprints in Long Beach) 
has grown into such a popular series 
that Gronowski and Schulz have had 
to turn bands away and limit the fans 
to keep things under control. “Every 
month, the amount of phone calls and 
Facebook messages and emails we get 
goes up,” Gronowski says. “Bigger bands 
want to play here; people want to have 
more bands at each show. We went from 
doing one or two cool shows a month to 
being asked to do one pretty much every 
night. We’re not booking agents; we can’t 
do 25 shows per month. If a venue falls 
through for someone, or we get a name 
we really can’t turn down, we’ll some¬ 
times do a last-minute show, but it has to 
work with our schedule.” 

Gronowski is himself a product of OC’s 
punk and hardcore scene. After moving 
to Orange from Chicago as a sixth-grader 
in the early 1980s, he became enamored 
with such local bands as the Adolescents 
and Social Distortion. (It’s still a kick for 
him when Steve Soto comes into Pro¬ 
gramme or hangs out with him.) And 
Gronowski wants to help build that scene 
for today’s generation. “I think hardcore 
kids always seem like they come from 
better circumstances,” Gronowski says. 
“They might be better educated. They 
want something from their scene and 
from their music. It’s not just ‘Let’s go get 
drunk.’ Most of these kids aren’t doing 
anything wrong.”

Lovelis’ New Affair 

E ven though the Long Beach quintet the Fling 
went on hiatus in 2013, front man Dustin 
Lovelis kept working. He penned songs and pro¬ 
duced demos. In time, he met Everest producer 
and bassist Elijah Thomson, and they began 
working on a record. Composer and session 
man Frank Lenz was added to the mix, and then 
time at Elliott Smith's former home, New Monkey 
Studio, was booked. Two days later, an album 
was born. 

On a recent Saturday night, Lovelis premiered 
the results, Dimensions, at downtown Long 
Beach space Howl. More than 100 people arrived 
at the BYOB event to hearthe vintage-sounding 
guitarsmith's solo debut, with its raw and honest 
pop ballads. "This is my first effort to do some¬ 
thing on my own," says Lovelis. "And I think it's 
the most me out of anything I've ever released. 

The 11-track album is largely autobiographi¬ 
cal, drawing from Lovelis' emotions, memories 
and experiences. He started writing the songs six 
months after the Fling broke up, a time in his life 
that coincided with his losing his job, girlfriend 
and dog in the same week. "I had a lot of things I 
wanted to get off my chest," he says. "I could use 
the music as a way to get the emotions and the 
feelings out. To me, that made more sense than 
just having a conversation with somebody." 

Lovelis' dad was a musician, and he started 
writing songs and playing instruments in his early 
teens. He flitted from band to band, trying out dif¬ 
ferent musical styles—punk, emo—as he solidi-

fied his sound. "In high school, it was trial and 
error," he says. "I didn't really know what I liked or 
wanted to sound like. I was just trying stuff out." 

Dimensions pu\\s from Lovelis' influences, 
which range from '90s grunge-rock bands such 
as Nirvana and the Lemonheads to rock & roll 
bands from the '60s and 70s. "I've always been 
a fan of rock & roll," he says. "I think it can be 
disguised in a bunch of different ways." 

The album's overall sound is rooted in the rock 
& roll of yore, he says, with a more introspective 
streak and an overall cathartic objective. 

Lovelis says his next project will be less about 
him and more aboutthe world at-large. "I've 
already written about myself, and that was good 
for me," he says. "But it would be nice to think 
bigger and get out of my own head.... There's a 
lot of shit going on in the world, and I would like 
to find a way to voice that somehow."
